vnattended to and steps in consequence vigorouly 
pursued to insure that health to Batavia, which little 
exertion would put into its full enjoyment and by 

which a few months would find this town, at present 
universally execrated for foul atmosphere, and dange- 
Fous diseases, celebrated for salubrity, comfort, and 
happiness.

Ï had the honor to send you by express a 
plan of my intended operations for the night 
of the Tdthgand morning of the 15th, to. 
gether with a brief account of the repulse 
of the enemy in a most daring and desperate 
attack on the position of Lieutenant Colonel 
Thompson. 

To thar sketch, and the general memoran. 
dum to Officers in command of columus, I 
must beg leave to refer His Excellency the 
Conunauder in Chief for an elacidatiou of the 
following detail. 

On the night of the 14th, two companics 
of Light Infantry, under the cominand of 
Lieutenants Fleming and Grant, of the 19th 
Native Regiment, 300 of the Hindoor Rajah’s 
Household troops, 300 of the Nussecree 
Gorkhas, aud about 300 of the Munny 
Magra Auxiliaries, marched from the village 
of Punjol, and about one o'clock gained the 
post they were intended to occupy between 
Dab and the Ist Deentheel, without opposie 
Lon; which was immediately strengthened as 
well as the time and circumstances could 
almit, before morning. ‘The preconcerted 
gigual being givea, of the possession of that

Having now given a brief and very inade. 
quate detail of the operations of the 14th, 
15th and 16th, it only remains for me to ex.

bound in common honesty to make some 
sort of cempensation to the parties injured. 
On the strictest principles ot justice, huw- 
ever, the emigrants are not entitled to a 
restitution in kind. They cannot be put 
in possession of tueir estates as they were 
when first seized, together with all the 
rents and profits which they would have 
made of them in the intermediate time ; 
for who is now to determine on those 
values? Whois to say how much is the 
original worth, and how much the ameli- 
oratien? Again, properiy is the crcature 
of nationat institutions, and when these 
are shaken to their foundations, the pro- 
prietors must bear their fair share in the 
national calamity. Lastly, the justice 
due to individuals must always be subor- 
dinate to the good of the state of which 
those individuals constitute a part, Now 
the estates in France, which, under the 
name of national domains, have been sold 
within the tast 22 years, have umdergone 
so many” transters and sub-divisions, and 
ate so tompictely mixed up with the stock 
and irdustry of the country at lafge, that 
to attempt to disturb those sales by a genee 
ral act of the legislature wouid be as cuntra- 
ry to common sense, as to (he letter of the 
constitutional charter and the repeated 
promisesof (he King. From these pro- 
mises notbing seems plainer chan that, as 
on the one hand it would be madness to 
shake the titles of the present hoiders of 
national domains; so, on the other, it 
wouk be a gross and glaring tnjustice in 
the French nation, not to make somme COMe 
pensation to those who had been robbed 
in the name ef the nation, and whose plun- 
der the nation-has actually received. MI, 
Ferrard, one of the Ministers, has presente 
ed tie projet of a aw tor restoring to their 
former owners the estates which have not 
been sold; and the Conunittee of the De- 
puties, by their reporter, M. Bedoch, rea- 
dily agree to this; but under pretext of 
finding fault with M. Ferrard’s preambie 
to the law, they take occasion to intimate 
a great unwillingness to proceed any fur- 
ther in the work of justice. They wish to 
cover in profvund oblivion, common faults 
and commen misfortunes. Granted; but 
this is surely not to exonerate the nation 
from a plain debt. 1 donot ask whether 
it was through crime, or through error, 
that my purse was taken; but you who 
took it, and are able to replace its contents, 
ought not to cover in profound oblivion 
the fact (hat you are at least my debtor. 
But, says M. Bedoch, there wilt be heucee 
forward no means of repayment, bvcause 
itis determined that the taxes shail be 
strictly limited by the wants of the State. 
Indeed L_ And is justice then, not a want of 
the state ? Can you impovse taxes for the 
purpose of keeping on foot an army of 
200,000 men ; and not for tbe purpose of 
restoring to (he most repectable of your ci- 
tizens, their property which you have ac- 
tually received ? Undoubtediy their claim. 
constitutes in essence a real national debt, 
and ought to be in form added to the other 
portions of the debt. The interest at first, 
and finally perhaps the capital, would be 
thus gradually, and as it were im perceptie 
bly, withidrawn from the national stock, 
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which it has served to enlarge. _M. Be- 
doch, perhaps apprelier.ds, that the public 
mind in France is not prepared for such 
an act of justice ; but at least he should not 
hive attempted to fortify (he prejndices of 
the vulgar. He should have stated the 
claims of the Loyalists fairly ; and should 
have abstained from throwing on the mo- 
derate and guarded expressions of M. 
Ferrau:l, a censure which they were very 
far from deserving.

DREADFUL WEATHER.

Newcasrtve, Dec. 20.—The late kur- 
ricane, which commenced in this neigh- 
bourhood on Friday morning, has been 
generally felt (hroughout the whole coun- 
try. In the scuth, the storm commenced 
on the Flth instant, and the shipping ou 
the southwest coast has suffered most dread= 
fully from its effects. ‘Phe gate from that 
time has moved gradually northwards; and 
has left sufictent evidence ot its violence, 
in all the places within: its vortex. 1t is 
impossible to enumerate the damage that 
has been done in this towa and neighbours 
hood. Several hous:s have been totally 
destroyed, others unroofed and otherwise 
much damaged (the oecupiers in some ie 
stantees narrowly escaping with their lives) 
—a large portion of (he parapet wall which 
surrounds the roof of All Saiuts fell with a 
dreadful crash into Silver-street, aud a 
window of the same church was totally 
blown out. Much dimage has also been 
done to the windows of St, Nicholas 
church, and a window of Manover-square 
chapel is aled destroyed —a great part 
of Jarrow Church is unrooted —seve- 
ral trees have been torn up by the 
root; stacks blown down, keels and boats 
Sunrk on the river, &c.- In short, the dee 
struction has been so wide spread, that the 
consequences will be long and severely 
felt by many. A garden wall on the back 
of Villiers-street, Bishopwearmouth, was 
blown down by the gale, and Mr. Came- 
ros, master masou, passing at that moe 
ment, was killed on the spot. At Durham 
and in the vicinity, much damuge was 
done, A stack of chimnies in Lord Bar« 
rivgton’s house in the College were blown 
down, which forced in the roof, and did a 
deal of injury in several of (he rooms; 
another stack of chimnies fell from the 
house of Dr. Grey into the College 5 and 
in Gilesgate several houses hul the 
greater part of the tiles and slates blown 
off. Many corn and hay stacks in the 
vicinity were overturned. The hurricane 
was also severely fell at North Shields, 
where few houses have escaped damage 
from its ravages. A house in Church- 
stcet was completely unroofed, as was a 
new one in Bedford-strect, and another at 
the head of (he town. Numerouschimnies 
were blown dowu ; one near the Bull-ring 
fell with such force as lo pass through the 
roof and flvors of an adjoining house. 
Towards evening, the scene became truly 
awful ; most of the shops were shut, bricks 
and tiles fell in every direction, and the 
narrowness of the streets greatly added to 
the danger of passengers; but we do not 
hear that any person was seriously hurt. 
The river exhibited a scene still more 
terrific, and (he ships and keels were in 


the most imminent danger; several of the 


latter were driven ashore, and some sunk, 
as was a wherry laden with merchandize 
near Whitchill Point; and many of the 
keels which reached Shields, had their 
coals to throw overboard to keep them 
from sinking. ‘Two boats drifted out to 
sea, amd numbers sunk and were damaged. 
One man fell from a keel near the New 
Quay, and was drowned in view of several 
persons, wlio could render bim no assise 
tance. 

Dusuin, Dec. 17. —On Thursday 
morning a dreadful storm commenced 


from the westward. The damage through- 


out the city is very great. Some houses 





have been blown down, and some unroofed. - 
The chimnies of an immense number of 
houses have been thrown down, and wine 
douws broken. Few houses have entircly. 
escaped damage. : ij 

Twenty ofthe largest trees in the Col- 
lege Park were torn up by the roots. 


It was unsafe the greater part of yester- 
day to walk the streets; from the falling of 
slates and brick=work. 


A galliot from Liverpool to Amsterdam, 
with merchandise; (said to be the [fac ot 
Freestan:l,) was driven on shore last night, 
on the North Bult. Two or three country 
vessels are wrecked on the Ball, and it is 
reported that a shiperigged vessel foundered 
yesterday off Howth. 

Corr, Dec. 17.—Tbursday might a 
tremendous hurricane, which commenced 
at 12 o'clock, continued without intermise 
sion uatil fate yesterday morning. Many 
houses are stripped, and chimnies blown 
down. Some soldiers at the South Mili 
tary Hospital have been injured by the 
destruction of part of that building. Con- 
siderable mischief has been also done in 
the couatry ; many cabins have been un- 
roofed, stacks blown down, and a great 
number of Large trees torn up by the roots. 
Six vessels heuve been stranded at Cove, 
of which we leafir the names of three : —the 
Fame, bound to Bermuda; the Oporto 
packet, for Oporto; and the .Apolfo, for 
New Providence: a liehter, Jaden with 
salt 5 and another vessel, were lost in the 
river.

Linrniek, Deo. 17. Yesterday morn- 
ing we had (he most violent storm within 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant. it 
commeneed from the west, raising the tide 
to a height never before witnessal in 
Limerick: 3 vessels burst cables at the 
Peol, and proceeded up the river with the 
most violent rapidity, bringing with them 
the old hall which lay at Harvey’s-quay, 
and all the other craft, between that and 
the New-gaol and Golden-mills. 'Fhe 
Pax, a large Norway ship, struck, and 
remains with her stern overhanging the 
railing in the rear of the New Court-house. 
The Caroline, from London, witb a valu- 
able cargo, was chiven ta the rear of the 
Castle-barrack, where she remains in rather 
a dangerous way. The Mercy was sunk 
at O'Neili’s-quay. The Elizabeth lies a- 
head of the Caroline, Another vessel lost 
her masts, and was towed with great diffie 
culty into Creagb's-dock. During the 
hurricane, many chimnies and houses fell 
iu the old town.

FRENCH PAPERS.

Prorogation of the Chamber-of Deputtes. 


In the sitting of the Chamber, of yesterday, 
after some routine business had been disposed 
of, the President addressed them as follows: 

‘* Gentlemen— Before his Majesty% Mi- 
nister arrives to announce our separation, 
permit me, who have been happily in a situa- 
tion to coltect your deliberatiens, to present 
to you an abstract of their leading results. 

Hf, eonfiding in, the royal impartiality, 
you have laid some restraints on the liberty 
of the Press, your object was to enjoy in a 
sbort time more surely its iuvaluable benefits, 
when those laws shall have been prepared 
which are destined to give security to the go- 
verinment, to morals, and to the peace of fa. 
milies, 

‘Like his Majesty, you would have wish. 
ed that the publick burthens had been less 
heavy ; but it was necessary ou the one hand, 
to provide for the wants of the army, for au 

„immense publick debt; and on the other, to 
‘revive that publick credit which gives the 
means of discharging it, and facility for new 
resources. If a just confidence has tnis year 
led you to vote various general appropria- 
tions, all Frenchmeu expect with you, that in 
the next session, detailed aceounts, supported 
by deeuments for every receipt and disbursce 
ment, will enable you to examine whether it 
is not possible to hasten the fulfilment of the 
wishes of vur King for the relief of his pev- 
pie. 8 

‘You were deeply concerned at the ne. 
cessity of re-establishing certain taxes against 
which a portiun of the French protested ; but 
when those wha pay them reflect that ind. rect 
impousts are the surcst resource of modern 
States, that it is under their shelter that agri. 
culture, our first of manufactures, can best 
Prosper ; when they reflect that the law ts 
oniy temporary, and that you are about to 
deliberate with your fellow-citizeiis fur the 
Purpose of discovering a system of imposts 
appropriate to our territory, our produc. 
tiuns, our habits, and the bencficent wishes 
of his Majesty, some will resign themselves 
to necessity, and others.to hope. 

€“ If you have not yet been able to repair 
great calamities, your justice has at least re. 
served the power of seconding the noble voice 
which was heard in the Chamber of Peers. 
You probably also regret, gentlemen, that 
you have not been occupied about the fate of 
those men by whom the religious foundations 
of society are strengthened 5; you regret it 
not that true philosophy and religion appear 
inclined to anite in order to furufy morals, 
and give the publick mind a surer light. 

< National spirit, in which we have been 
charged with being deficient, animated all 
your deliberations. It was couspicuous in 
the laws relative to industry ; and. we will 
reply tu those who may be inclined to accuse 
us of too much partiality, that error itself 
is honourable when it is patriotic. 

‘“‘'The national spirit has displayed itself 
on the subject of the law relative to com- 
merce. Though you enlarged, so to speak, the 
circle of representation, by stationing around 
you the intelligence of the Chambers of Com- 
merce, you hare still only been able to make 

Bome preparations for a better system, In a 
country to which the tides of the ocean had 
been rendered almost useless, it was impos- 
sible to domore for the present; but pub. 
lic opinion appreciating the prudenee of our

BER OF DEPUTIES, OR DEPUTATION OF THE 


PROVINCE ;=——= 

‘ Ilustrious Senors,—By an order of the 
15th inst. which E received on the 23d, his 
Majesty signified, that Marshal del Compo 
Don F. Fispoz y Mina shoutd be attached to 
the army of his province, with (he «ppoint. 
ments of retired rank, and should fix his resi- 
dence in this city; his Majesty at the same 
time siguifying, that the troops serving under 
him shoukl be placed at the disposal of the 
Captain-General of Arragon, who should 
distribute them at pleasure in tlie towns under 
his command. 

This order having been forthwith commu. 
nicated to the Marshal, he replied on the same 
day, the 231, that he had received it, aad 
should immedialely repair to Pamgeluna. 

At the same time Ll sent an hussar witha 
dispatch, containing his Majesty’s order, to 
the Captain-General of Arragon, in which 
explained the deplorable state of bis country, 
and the urgent necessity of transferring the 
troaps of Mina to other destination. 

In the afternoon of the 25ih, the Arragon 
Courier came to me, complaining that he had 
been arrcsted about one o'clock in the morn. 
ing, in the vicinity of Olite, by two men oa 
horseback, whom he supposed to be Navarre 
Hussars, and who, without maltreating bim, 
took from him his letter bag aud immediately 
disappeared. 

Last night General Mina, impelled by tbe 
spirit of insurrection and revolt, attempted 
to disturb the tranquillity and public order of 
this city and province, by giving himself up 
to the greatest excesses. He approached with 
the first regiment of Volunteers to endeavour 
to surprise (his city, having provided himself 
for that purpose with ladders tu scale the ram.

‘IT acquaint you of these events, in order 
that, persuaded of the necessity of instructing 
the inhabitants of the province of the true 
state of things, you may immediately print 
and publish a manifesto, informing the Navar- 
rese, that if Espoz, Gorriz, Asura, Mina, 
Cea, and some others their partisans, have 
endeavoured to get possessian of this capital, 
and renew the horrors of war against their 
own countrymen, there still have been found 
among them some officers, privatcs, and 
citizens, faithful to their King aud country, 
who have cuunteracted theie mad projects.

The garrison of Fredericksteen, consist 
ing of 1590 men, evacuatal that fortress 
on the loth of August ‘K'he soldiers, it is 
said, complained  bitterly of their officers, 
who for (he most part were Danes. In the 
fo;tress were found provisions.for 70. days, 
154 cannon, 52of which were brass, and 
aisoa considerable quantity of warlike 
stores of every deseription. Predericksteen 
overhangs and commands Frederickshall ; 
it is extremely strong, as well by nature as 
by art, and was never before taken, al- 
though every effort imaginable was made 
by Charles the 12th of Sweden to gain pos- 
session of it. 

After the fall of Frederickshall,a place 
unegnal to any effectual resistance, (he 
Swedes opencd batteries against Frederick- 
steen, and which place they bombarded 
for some nights and days—the first batte- 
ry, being ertcted on (he 4th of August, and 
the news of the convention (accerding to 
the provisions of which the fortress was 
given up), not arriving Ull the 15th, ‘he 
Swedes however maintain, (hat the place 
rust have been theirs, even if no con- 
vention had been entered into, since as 
they assert the garrison was discouraged, 
amd (hat all the efforts of generals Olme 
and Petersen to animale the men to a due 
spirit of resistance would have been fouud 
altogether incffectual. 

Atter arriving at Frederickshall, the vee 
ry rst thing which Bernadotte did, was 
to repair to the spot where Charles the 12:h 
_was killed, aud which is distaut abvut 150 


paces from the fortress. On arriving 
there he took off his hat, as did all the of- 
ficers with him. : 


Extraordinary Discovery and Prevention 
of a great Robbery inthe General Post- 
Ojfice. 

Information had been for some time re- 
ceived that it was in the contemplation of 
a gang of thievesto break open and rob 
the General Post Office, and to carry off 
the contents of the iron chest in the. 
Receiver-General’s Office, which frequente 
ly contained Bank of England al other 
notes to the amount of from twelve to cigh= 
teen thousand pounds.—Lavender and 
Viekery, those highly meritorious Officers 
of the Police, discovered the plan to exist 
beyond a doubt ; but notwithstanding the 
Otlicers of the Post Othice treated (be plan 
as impracticable, and even chimerical, 
every door, place and lock being deemed 
so thoroughly secure, the locks being the 
best that couidl be made, particularly the 
loek in the Reeceiver-General’s Office ; 
however there is no doubt but (with all the 
watchtuldness and diligence of those en- 
trusted with. the care of the. Post Ofice 
and the boasted security of the locks) (hat 
that it bas been entered, and several locks, 
and even that of the iron chest, opened, 
the contents examined but nothing taken 
out, the booty not being deemed sufli- 
ciently large to take away; this was all. 
done without the least suspicion or discon 
very by the Officers of tlie Post-Office. 

Yesterday was the day appointed to 
convince Mr, Freeling, the Secretary, 
and Mr. Parkin, the Solieitor, amd other: 
Gentlemend belonging to the Post Office, 
of the possibility, as well as. the practica 
bility, of passin;s all the loeks Weladine 
the iron chest, without using any violence. 
Lavender and Vickery attended the office. 
for that purpose, apd ha ving discovered, 
the gang ot thieves. who where to. have ef« 
fected the robbery in a quiet manner, they 
produced the implements that wereto have 
etfected the purpose, which they had proe 
cured aiter great exertion apd perse verance. 
The doors being all locked in the most 
sevure manner possible, by and in (he pre 
sence of the prijcipal officers belouging. to, 
the Post Office; Lavender aud Viekery- 
produced a master key, which passed alb 
the locks leading to the place where the 
iron chest is deposited, in the Receiver 
General’s Otice, with the greatest, ease, 
and another key, which opened. the lock. 
of the iron chest without any noise or dif-: 
ficulty ; this was, thought most Cxlra« 
ordinary as the key of. the chest is never 
eut of the possession. of. (he person. who 
bas the care of it,and whois accountable-’ 
for its contents; and thus the Police Offi- 
gers gave proof positive of what was in 
contemplation to be done, and for which 
te public are highly indebted to them for- 
tbeir eminent services in preventing a great. 
national robbery ; but uot oniy that, 
but in some degree the disgrace which. 
attiches to public offices and. eslabiishe. 
MEnts, and. insinuations. are casf upon. 
those placed, at the head. of the concernss, 
that proper care or precaution has not 
been taken, or suspicion is cast upou (he 
innocent frequently when robberies are 
committed in the way, this would have 
been cffected, if it had been suffered to,

These 
have been followed by acts of more overt and 
‚direct warfare against the citizens of the Uni. 
ted States trading in the Mediterranean, some 
of whom are stil} detained in captivity, not. 
Mithstanding the attempts’ which have been 
Made to ranson them, and are treated with the 

rigor usual on the coast of Barbary. 

The considerations which rendered it unne. 
„cessary and unimportant to commence hostile 
Operations on the part of the United States, 
being now terminated by the peace with 
Great Britain, which opens the prospect of 
an active amd valuable trade of their citizens 
within the rage of the Algerite cruïzers, [ 
recommend to Corigress the expediency of an 
act declaring the existence of astate of war 
between the Uuited States and the Dey of 
Algiers; and of such provisions as may be 
„Tequisite for a vigorous prosecution of it to a 
Successful issue.

The'following Circular has been transimite 
ted by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
the Collectors, ‘His hoped, that every 
good citizen will give an active support 
to the measures which are propos rore 
protecting the fair trader, as well as (he 
‘publie revenue, from illicit practices. 
Treusury Department, Feb. 25, 1815. 
Sik The peace, which has been corie 

clue between the United States and 


Great Britain, will immediately revive our - 
commerce and navigation; aud arrange- 


ments shouid be speedily made at the 


-cistomehtouses fo facilitate the business of 


the mêrchaùts, and to guard against every 
species of fraud upon the revenue. For 
the accomplishrueut óf both ‘objects, you 
may rely upon the co-operation of this 


department; and, as it is designed to 


exact from every public otheer the: strictest 
ofcial responsibility, t do not hesitate to 
promise, with the approbatiou ot ibe Pree 
sident, that the oflicers of the customs shall 
be supplied with all the means, which are 


requistte, for an efficient performance of 


their important duties. 


with such additions and alteration only, as 


have, from time to time, been made known . 


to you. The duties and the powers of the 
officers of the customs are sufliciently 
laws. 
Aud it is only necessary, at this period, 
to recommend ta your attention some of 
tbe leading objects of the trust. 

L.A competent number of vigilant, 
intelligent aad disereet taspeetors ‘must 
be employed, with a view to the service

4, The strictest vigilance should be ‘re- 
quired ‘from ‘all oficers of the customs, 
visiting vessels arriving ‘en (he coasts, or 
in the waters of the United States. The 
reports required by law, in such cases, 
must be punctually made. 

5. The entries of merchandise should be 
admitted, with every possible circumspec- 
tion, án the examination of the invoices 
and other documents; and every detection 
of an entry, upon a fictitious invoice, 
should be prosecuted with the utmost 
rigours of the law, If there be a doubt 
of the good faith of the transtetion, the 
power of inspection and appraisement of 
the goods, with a view to form an estimate 
of the duties, shouls be freely executed, 

6. The superintendance of the unlading. 
of cargoes must-be strictly enforced, and. 
great aitention will be necessary to prevent’ 
any advantage being taken of dre inspectors’ 
during the night: KE 
"7. Every act of negligence, every wil- 
ful omission, as well as every sinister act 
violating Ue law by owners, consiguces, 


factors, master or marivers, must be pro- 
secuted with all the rigour of the law. 

8. Smuggling, in every form, must be 
prevented or punished. And if it be not 
prevented, the oflicers of tine cistoms, ace 
cording to their respective duties and sta- 
tions, will be held annwerabie to prove, that 
there was no want of vigilance ou their part. 
_ These ‘instructions will manitest the 
solicitude of this department, that the 
business of the customs should be transacte 


‘ed with the same ‘parity, upon the same 


footing of good faith, which formerly pre- 
vailed. The improper conduct that has 


‘recently appeared in some of the districts, 


will never be ascribed to the principles, or 
(he habits of the American merchant, 
whose pride and patriotism have hitherto 
aflorded à better security for the pubtic 
revenuc, (han could be derived from legal 
sanclious. But it is necessary, every 
where, in rèference to every description of 
trader, and by every legitimate means, to 
eradicate the tzint of smuggling, for the 
sake of (he honorable merchant, as well as 
for the sake of the public revenuc. 

Îtlis properto observe, in relation to 
vessels owned by citizen ot the Uuited 
States, that there are. several descriptions 
ol documents, or ship’s papers, which may 
be employed ; and of which you will be 


‘farnished, vpon request, with a competent 


number. 
1. The certificate of registry. This 


doeument is created by oar own laws, and 


belongs exclusively to vessels American 
built and owned; or sach particular 
vessels as are expressly adopted by the 
registering act. Ît is an instrument which 
the vessels must carry, in order to entitle 
her tothe privileges of a vessels of the 
United States. 

2. Theseca-letter. Thisdoctrment is an 
instrument of the maritime law of nations, 
and uuder the denomination of a passport, 
as well as of a sca-letter, treaties sometimes 
regtuire il tò be carried by the merchant 
vessel, brlonging tothecontracting parties. 
Itis an tastrusment which gives no privilege 
ts to Auties of impost; but, simply, d.- 
clares the American ownership, aud re- 


commeuds the vessel to the comity of 


nations, « Vessels are under no legal obli- 
gation te carry a sea letter; and, indeed, 
it is only wecessary for neutral vessels, in 
a time ot war. 

S. The Mediterranean passport. ‘This 
instrument, having been deseribed, under 
the general denomination of € passport,” 
in some of the acts of cougriss, has been 
occasionally confounded with the sea letter, 


wliich has, also, been denominated a pass-- 


port. ‘The forin was introduced soon after 


the treaty with Algiers, which called for. 


the instrument ; and at is intended as a 
protection for American vessels against the 
Barbary powers. 


4. The certificate of property. This. 


doeument in not preseribed by any law, 


and depends entrely for its effects and 


validity upon the usage of the custom- 
house, At has been occasionally substitut- 
ed for a sea-letter, anc sometimes (he one 
Sastruraent has been nristaken for the oth.r. 
5. Thecrew list. This instrument is 
required. by the acts of. Congress, and 
sometimes. by freaties. It is necessary for 
the protection of the crews of every ves- 
sel, in the course of the voyage, daring a 
war abroad. e 
Under the direction of the commissioner 
of the revenue, immediate measures will 
be taken for restoring the light-house, 
piers, buoys, and beacons, within your 


district and jurisdiction, to the state in: 


which they were before the war; and. it 
will be proper to report their actual con- 
dition, with estimates of expense, to afford 
a ground for deciding upon the ex pediency 
of the nieasures proposed. 1 will always 
be desirable to reccive such additional in- 
formation as your observation and ex- 
perience may suggest, for rendering the

‚ Hitherto we have been employed in consi. 
dering what were tbe several objects for which 
the government declared a war, without ob. 
tuning a single one of thema; in pursuance of 
tae plan proposed, let us now see what valua. 
ble possessions it has lost, in this unwise and 
idle pursuit, 

In the first place, we have lost that part 
of the Fisheries, which consisted in the liber. 
ty of fishing “on the coasts, bays and creeks 
of all other of His Britannic Majesty’s-domine’ 
ions in America,” and also % to dry and 
cure fish in any unsettled bays, harbors and” 
crceks of Nova Scotia, Magdalen Islands and 
Cape Labrador, so long as thesame shall re. 
main unsettled,” which privilege ‘was allowed 
us gratuitously,. by the-third article of. thc 
treaty of 1783. By the declaration of war, 
we forfeited veur claim to this “stipalation:” 
What is its value? I find by a reference to 
official documents, that in 1807, the enrolled 
tonnage employed in the Cod fishery, in tha: 
States of New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connectiont: and New York, 
amounted to upwards of sixty thousand. In: 
a report made by Mr. Jefferson, in- the year 
1793, it is stated, that from the year. 1786, to 

1790, the number of vessels employod in the 


‚fisheries was 5839, making tbe tonnage on an 
avcrage 19,185 and the seamen engaged in the 
fishery, upwards of 3000; if, (hen, 19,185 
tonnage, required 3,237 seamen, 60,68, 
tonnage, the amount employed in 1807, would 
require about 20,000, if we add the probable 
increase of 3 years of peace, unobstructed by 
Commercial restrictions of any kind, it would 
amount, (supposing it to continue to increase 
in the same matio, which it had done the eight 
years preceding) to more than double, and 
would furnish employment for more than 
twice the number of seamen. ‘This is, lam 
aware, the sum total of all tre vessels aud sea. 
men employed in all the cod fisheries. What 
propoction then of vessels and seamen are em. 
ployed in taking fish on the coast, in the bays 
harbours and crceks, aud wha dry and cure 
them on the shores and rocks of Magdalen 
Islands, Cape Labrador aud other jlaces of 
his Britannic Majesty, to which the privilege 
extended? On this subject Ll have not been 
able to obtain information on which } can 
wholly-rely ; no two persons answering alike. 
lam isclined to believe that which 1 obtained 
from those people who were extensively en. 
gaged in the business, fora number of years, 
is the most correct. ‘Fheamount of it is, that 
the larger vesscls of fram 60 to 120 tons, 
only take their fish on the Grand Bank, in 
from 30 to 60 or 90 fathom water; which 
they put up as they catch them, green, and 
when they have gota freight, bring them 
home in that state to eure and dry upon the 
states here; but that the smaller craft from 


20 tons and over, tu 60 take their fsb atong 


the coasts and harbours, and dry and cure 
them on the shores and rocks abroad, which 
enables than to pack {hem close and return 
with double the freight they otherwise could ; 
and this small craft makes the bulk of the 
vessels employed in the fisherics. This agrees 
witha report of the treasury in 1813, by 
which it appears that the total tonnage em. 
ployed in the cod sheries ia 1811 was only 
Cowing to embargoes and restrictions) 34,860 ; 
of which 8,872 were licensed vessels and 
under 80 tons; consequently were wholl 

confined to the bays and coasts. The balance 
35,488 tons is the amount employed that year 
uu the Banks, and on the eoasts; one third

Taking, then, the best informa- 
tion [ can obtain, ofbciab-and parol, 1 cons 
acive that we have losta very valuable aud 
important privilege, that we enjoyed before. 
the declaration of war, 

‚ Seconde-The country, in consequence of the 
declaration, no longer possesses the privilege 
af any trade ta the British territaries in the 
Kast Indies. Every nation has the exclusive 
right of the trade of its calunies, and no other 
hation can participate iu,a commerce with them 
without the consent of the ‘mother country. 
Bot by the 38th act. of the trcaty of 1794, 
common}y known as Mr. Jay’s treaty, the 
mother. country did expressly consent that 
the United States should partìcipate in the 
Commerce with the East Eudia settlemente. 
The article begins thus : 

‘6 His Majesty consents that the vessels be. 
Jongiug to the citizens of the United States of 
America shall be admitted and. hospitably re 
ceived in all the seaports and harbours of the 
British territeries in the Kast Indies. And 
that the citizens of the United States may 
freely carry on a trade between the said terri. 
tories and the U. States in all articles, of the 
importation or exportation respectively to 
and from the said territories, shall not be en- 
tirely prohibited.” 


Such are the terms in which this favor was 
granted by the treaty with Mr, Jay; a treaty, 
which had'been much abused and little under, 
stood; of which the most extravagant predic. 
tions of evil were boldly made: but under. 
which we enjoyed a prosperous commerce, 
that furnished an abundant revenue to Gov. 


ernment and riches to individuals, notwith. 


standing all the opposition of ignorance aud 
of faction. This treaty, having expired by 
its own limitation in 12 years, Great Britain 
offered Mr. King, then, our minister at Lon. 
don, to renew it, but, Mr, Jefferson, who. 
then reigned, being applied to for that purpose, 
deelined giving any answer. Things conti 
nued, however, in the same channel and the 
favor was not withdrawn till the late declara- 
tion of war. In 1807, Messcs. Monroe and 
Pinckney negotiated another tseaty, the 3d 
article of which contained a, grant of the 
same privilege of trading ta.the East Indies, but 
u compliance with the wishes of the India 
COMPANy, so amended, as to, require that our 
voyages should be direct to the Uuited States. 
Mr. Monroe, afterwards, in Feb. 1808, in a 
public letter to Mr. Madison, the. secretary 
of state, speaking of this article observes. 


; ee Had we made no provision in the treaty 


to secure our admiltauce into India, on cer. 
täin conditions we had much. reasan to believe : 


that that commerce would have been fettered 
to and extreme degree and in every form.” 

They did secure our admittanee into India, 
but when they sent the treaty to. Mr. Jeffera 
son to be by him laid before the Senate the con- 
stitutioual organ for its ratification, Mr. Jef- 
ferson refused even to submit it to their con- 
sideration, but haughtily sent it back. ‘The 
opportunity is now lost, perhaps for ever. 
But say the friends of the administration, it 
will be time enough for this hereafter, when 
we make a treaty of navigation and com- 
merce. But were not commissioners empow- 
ered now to make such a treaty also ? They 
were expressly so empowered ; but they were 
not able to make it, Aud what reason have 
we to believe Great Britain will hereafter 
make a treaty of commerce and navigation, 
if itis true, as these same people maintain, 
that she was compelled ta conclude this treaty, 
at this time, by her distresses and her fears, 
which have been produced by this war? 
Others again say the Congress of Vienna is 
our dependance; it will be found, 1 suspect 
that the ditferent powers are quite envugh 
occupied about their ow concerns without 
valunteering iu behalf of A merican:trade. 

À political pamphlet written by the tata, 
Mr. John W. Feuno, in 1799, spcaking of 
the uafriendly course of measures towards 
G. Britain, which were begun by Mr. Adams 
in the Letter part of his presidency, when to 
secure’ his re-clection, he basely tampered with 
the Virginia faction, and, vainly endcavored to 
Conciliate them by the sacrifice of his old 
friends and vld principles ; thus expresses him 
selfs 

‘€ I shalt not suppose the force of this in. 
fatuation to be such as to lead to. actual, or 
deelared war. —But E do sincerely believe that 
the train of measures, which have beeu taken 
and are still pursuing, will probably produce 
a chilling caldness towards America in the 
British goverawent and nation; among the 
consequences of which will be the ezeission 
of her. Asiatic possession, which employs an. 
nually. mare thun ffleen thousand. tons of 
Amertcan shipping ; a suspension of the cre- 
dits given. by her merchants; and all the ex. 
tenstve consequences which must arise from 
the influence of her ill. will the in Ktalian ports, 
in Portugal, Kussian, Hamburg, and. in short 
whereever her influence extends.” 

The train of measurcss, alluded to being, 
steadily p-rsevered in by him and by his suc. 
cessor, has produceda war; and the toss of 
the trade with her Asiatic pogsession, has fol. 
lowed as one consequence of it; perhaps, we 
may see the remainder of the prediction vert. 
fcd,

Extract of a. ketter, dated Ardsheal, Ar 
gyleshire, 12th Sept, (14 miles from Fort 
William). Our curiosity has. been greatly 
excited by the appcarance of a Mermaid on 
this coast. 1 dare say you will give an 
incredulous smile, but really we bave had. 
sych distinct nccounts of it, from different 
people, that we can have no doubt of the. 
fact, though we are all very anxious, you, 
may be sure, to have occular demonstration. 
—fhe last time she was seen is nearly a 
fortuight ago; since that the weather has 
been. very stormy. When it settles, we may 
have a chance of-sccing, or at least having 
more acceuuts, of this strange animal, which 
U hope has notleft our shores. IH is some 
time since she was first seen very early one morne 
ing, by a lad, Iying on the shore at Ardsheal. 
He was at a cvusiderable distance, and. 
thought it was some person hiding bimsclf: 
in the sca weed, with an intention of frighte 
ening him, but on coming nearer he suw 
that though the upper part was like a human 
being, the lower part was like an immense 
fish. He was so frightened that he ran off ;
